THE^MDMFAfflLT. 


The Shah» who is well known iii 
England, ascended the throne in 1848> 
and is now about sixty years of age. In 
thirty-fonr years His Majesty's life liaa 
been only once in dang» from asfMuwina* 
tion, and that danger is not forgotten. 
It arose, and exists, from a ianatdcal sect 
whose founder was executed by the 
Shah's order in 1850. Bab, the son of a 
grocer'in Shiraz, aspired to be the 
Prophet of the lanate^th oentniy, and, 
proclaiming himafllf Vicegerent of Ck>d, 
at once gained followers. He was soon 
taken, and tied to a stake in Tabriz to 
be shot. The bullets of the firing parly 
actually cut the cords, but did not 
wound the false prophet 
Through the 
smoke, Bab ran into a guard-house, and 
immediately some thought there had 
been a miraculous disappearance. 
But 
he was quickly brought back to tlte 
stake, and killed. 
Two yeara afterwards, 
in 1853, three Babis—as the followers of 
Bab are called—rushed ujwn the Shah 
«rhile he was hunting, and, but for the 
arrival of help, Nazr-ed-Din would never 
have been seen iu London. About the 
same time occurred that other tragedy. 


which Persian history will recall in the 
now long annals of His Majesty's reign. 
In viewing Teheran from the plain, one 
of the most prominent objects is "'/e

blue dome of a mosque, the outer sur- 
face of which is covered with glazed tiles 
of pale indigo. 
There rests the body of 
the Ameer Teki Khan, Chief Minister of 
Persia iu the earliest years of the^hah's 
reign, who was His Majesty's brother- 
in-law, and who was murdered in his 
owTi house by bleeding, in consequence 
of an order of the Shah, of whose Im- 
perial remorse this shrine is a standing 
memorial. 
Throughout 
Persia, Teki 
Khan is spoken of with respect as an 
lionest statesman, who desired the public 
welfare. The principal caravanserai in 
Teheran is known by his name. 
En- 
emies intrigued against him, and told the 
3hah that Telii pretended to bo greatest 
in Persia. It was said he had boasted 
that the Czar would protect him against 
the Shah. 
He was disgraced, and ban- 
ished from the capital to his palace near 
Siislmn. But his foes wer«- not yet coû- 
tent, and the Shah consented to his 
death. 
Tlie murderers sent word to 
Teki that t h ^ had come to announce 
the return of Imperial fuvor: They did 
this in order that he might receive them 
alone, for the princess, his wife, was 
devoted to him, and constantly feared 
lie would be assassinated. 
When Teki 
received the messengers of his brother- 
in-law they seized and stripped him, 
and having severed the larger veins of 
his arm, watched with enjoyment his 
dying straggles. 
The Shah quickly 
earned his error, and bjjr way of atone- 
ment 
ho betrothed his two infant 
daughters to the two sons of Teki Khan, 
while he directed one of the best of his 
courtiers, Yaliia Khan, 
late Prince- 
Governor of Shiraz, to espouse his sister, 
whom his order had made a widow. 
Now one of the sons of Teki is Prince- 
Governor of the holy city of Koom, and 
the Princess Fekliriil-Mulook, his wife, 
enjoys from her father the title of " the 
Pomp of the State. " 


The Shah, like every other Mussulman, 
is recommended by the law of the Koran 
not to ^vcd more than four wives; of 
slave women, who stand to the master of 
a Mussulniau household in any relation

he pleases, but generally as attendants 
UT)on his wives, the number is unlimited. 
The first wife of the Shah was hot of 
princelv blood, a fact which is veiy im- 
portant in the actual politics of Persia. 
But 
according 
to Persian rule, her 
sou Mazud, though unquestionably the 
eldest son. is not the Shah's heii'. Sec- 
ondly, the Shah married a princess de- 
scended from a former dynastv, and her 
son, Mouzaffer, who is nominally Prince- 
Governor of Tabriz, has been long since 
Sroclaimed heir and successor to the 
jrone rf Persia. 
The eldest son, 
who signs himself 
"Sultan 
Mazud 
Mirza, Kajar, Zil i-Sultan," is already 
scsorcely second to his father in power 
throughput the whole of Southern Persia. 
Of 
ms 
younger brother, the heir 
apparel^ there is little to be wd^ and 
known, exoept4hat he is w ^ in 
ohanoter and intellecli, and thai after 
PflwioQ Crown

qMn of middle agek: vfianr pleasant in his 
manner and. Jiirtictilai-jy 
affable to 
Europeans. 
He drinks, nothing but 
Ganges water, and 'a coinpanr of not 
fewer ilian forty individuals is kept to 
shampoo liis royal limbs. He is credited 
with an extraordina^ amount of tynuiny 
and o^ressiou. 
But the Ca^mere race 
is A dimcult race tc muuage: Thej; are 
Mohammedans and he ¿3 a Hindoo idol« 
ater. 


Forty yeara ago a celebrated traveler 
wrote: "Cashmere will become .the 
focus Asiatic civilization, a minature of 
England in the heart of Asia. 
This 
magijificenfc valley, hitherto the theatre 
of a hundred faiths, will become the 
Alma Mater of our Eastern conquests 
and the great temple of a religion as 
)>ure as the eternal snows aroimd it." 
The enthusiastic hopes of the great 
Orientalist 
have not been realized. 
Haviuff passed under the teaclfiug suc- 
cessively of idolatrous Hindoos, mystic

A Man of Many Friends, Broad Purposes 
and Singular Executive Ability. 


The death of Commander Gorringe 
has occasioned widespread regret. 
He 
was widely known because of his ser- 
vices in transporting the obelisk to this 
country, and also as a gallant sailor of 
the late war. He was a man of strong 
personality, and by nature a leader. 
Before he had spoken, his magnificent 
physique im])ressed one with a sense of 
his fitness for ai-dnous labor. 
In the 
presence of congenial companions, his 
fund of anecdotcs and his recollections 
of pei-sonal adventure were limitless. 
His sense of humor was exquisite and 
his command of language invested his 
simplest stories with a charm particu- 
larly his own. He won the friendsliip 
of many men, and while an offlcer in 
the navy, the seamen on his vessel had 
few disputes that were not referred to 
him for final arbitration. 
He entered 
the United States Navy during the stir- 
ring days of the civil war, when he was 
still a youth, and soon worked his way 
from the forecastle to the cabin, serving 
with great distinction in the operations

on the Mississippi River, and winning 
the confidence and esteem of his superi- 
ors and associates. The fame that he 
achieved in the naval service of his 
country had not been eclipsed before he 
was cliosen to un ertake the unparal- 
leled and diffi<nilt task of shipping and 
transporting the obelisk from Alexan- 
dria to this country. 
His success in 
this achievement gave him a world-\vide 
reputation for engineering ability, al- 
though his knowledge in this direction 
was intuitive rather than acquired by 
training. 
He otfered for $75,000, to 
take down, transport from Alexandria 
and set up in Central Park, New York, 
the obelisk, while the party who re- 
moved the sister obelisk to London 
wanted $100,000. Mr. Wm. H. Vander- 
bilt at once agreed to pay the «75,000 
and Commander Gorringe undertook 
the work. It is authoritively reported 
that it cost him $102,000. 


Commander Gorringe's death was at- 
tributable to an accident which occuiTed 
about a year ago. While on his way to 
his shipyard he attempted to board a 
ti-ain at Philadelphia. 
He was a Httle 
late and the train was in motion. 
He 
grasped the railing of the rear car 
and tried to leap to the platform, but 
missed his footing and was thrown 
against the railing of the car, and only 
saved himself from falling to the ground 
by clinging to the stanchions of the 
i)iatform. He was dragged two hundred 
eet before the train could be stopped. 
His back was severehr strained by the 
accident, and he suffered greatly for 
several days. He afterward apparently 
recovered. 
lASt November he cona- 
plained to his physician that neui-algia 
tad attacked his right side and .AVUS 
causing him much trouble. 
Symptoms 
of paralysis appeared and in January 
he lost the nse of his legs. From that 
time until Ms death he was obliged to 
remain in bed, lying continually on his

This morning Col. C. A. Zollinger re- 
cdved a telegram Judge Lowry, saying 
his commission as pension agent had 
been signed by the president. 


"Who will be your clerks?" asked 
THE SBNTINEII man of the new pension 
agent. 


"I don't know yet," said he, "I have 
a basket full of letters from all parts of 
the state, and all ef the writers want 
places. I will need some ten or twelve 
permanent clerks, and five of these wiU 
come from Fort Wayne. During pension 
paying time I will have some thirtv or 
thirty-five clerks, but their work is tem- 
porary." 


Colonel Zollinger was the recipient 
•of congratulations last evening and will 
assume charge of the state pension 
agency Oct. 23, as Gen. Fred Knefler's 
term of office then expires. The colonel 
tells us his salary is exactly $4,000 a year. 
The last democratic congress made it 
that sum and no more, devoting the 
fees to the paying clerk hire. 
He tells 
us that George F. Shutt will not be his 
chief clerk or in his service at all. 
The 
colonel will shortly leave for Indianapo- 
lis to look into the business of the office 
and prepare a $25,000 bond. 


The strongest point in Col. Zollinger's 
recommendation was his petition to Gen, 
Black signed by Hon. Charles McCul- 
loch, O. A. Simons. S. B. Bond, Hon. 
O. P. Morgan, John F, W. Meyer, 
Root & Co., A. C. Trentman, J, B, 
White, Charles F. Muhler, Hon. Jesse 
L, Williams, D. N. Foster, Hon, Wm, 
Fleming, J, H. Bass and H. G. Olds. 
These gentlemen said on the paper: 
"We, the undersigned buBiness men and 
citizens of Fort Wayne, Ind., irrespec- 
tive of political parties, take pleasure in 
bearing testimony to the high character, 
business integrity and administrative 
ability of Colonel Charles A. Zollinger."
